Continuation of 3. NOTE: 1 ) Applicant's amendment will not overcome the 1 12 rejection set forth in the Final Rejection as new issue 
arises from the applicant's amendment and arguments. Applicant argues on Page 9 of Remarks that neither Tjandrasuwita nor Reddy, et 
al. teach providing the selected pixel data to a single output over a single interface for both CRTs and LCDs as claimed. However, from 
Page 9 of applicant's specification, it is stated that the raster engine is thus programmable to support many different and disparate 
display types over the same digital interface by formatting and routing color data to the approriate PINS on the interface, which may 
include a parallel output. The different PINS or the parallel output indicate that the pixel data are routed to different outputs instead of "A 
SINGLE OUPUT over a single interface" as claimed, i.e., the pixel data must be routed to different outputs in order to be displayed on 
display devices of disparate types including LCD displays and CRTs. Moreover, it is also stated in Page 9 of applicant's specification that 
the raster engine may further comprise an integrated digital to analog converter to support analog LCD displays and CRTs. This is the 
same hardware that Tjandrasuwita used to route the pixel data to DAC in order for the pixel data to be displayed on the analog LCD 
displays and CRTs. It is impossible to use the same output to route pixel data to both digital display devices and analog display devices. 
Therefore, it is simply impossible to have the single output for providing the digital pixel data or the analog pixel to both CRTs and LCDs. 
The above observation in view of applicant's argument raises a new issue of 112 rejection that the claim limitations set forth in the claim 
1 will not overcome the 1 12 rejection set forth in the Final Rejection and the Advisory Action of this Office Action. . 
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
